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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4 are pending in this application. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/10/04 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 4 provides for the use of phenyloxyaniline derivative, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dan/c/, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 22""^ 
Symposium on Medicinal Chemistry, 1 Annual meeting of Division of Medicinal 
Chemistry. 

The above symposium abstract, which has published date of 1 1/27/2002, 
anticipate instant claims, see page 258(5^*^ page of the document submitted), top 
structure, wherein R can be haloalkyl. Note there are various other inventors associated 
with the document, and the paper was presented to the audience.
